TREASON IN ILLINOIS. 

The arrest of Mr. J. D. Puttzy, of Wil- 
liamson county, on the charge ot having 
assisted to raiSe thirty-five recruits for Jeff. 
Davis's army, somewhere in Egypt, will 
be chiefly significant in opening the optics 
of gentlemen of his kidney o the fact that 
there is such a crime as treason on the stat- 
ute book, and that they who dabble in it 
are taking the surest method to shorten 
| their own lives. We believe thai all the 
active traitors in Dlinois could be lodged 
in a single omnibus, or hanged on the same 
gallows at the same time, without crowd- 
‘ing each other. And we believe that all 
the secret and passive eges could be taken 
care of by Capt. Barker's dragoons without 
im pairing their efficiency as outpost guards 
at Camp Defiance. But it is none the less 
just and necessary that the crime of which 
this man Pulley is said to have been guilty, 
should meet the full penalty of the Con- 
stitution and laws of the United States. 
We are, of course, without information as 
to the éxact nature of his offence. We 
know that he was charged by the Golcon- 
da Herald with raising the thirty-five re- 
cruits as aforevaid, or at least with accom- 
panying them to Paducah, and making 
them a speech full of. the rankest treason. 
The Golconda Herald is an ultra pro- 
slavery sheet with secession sympathies, 
yet it sternly denounced Mr. Pulley’s con- 
duct, and declared that a repetition of the

And if he is found giving aid and 
comfort to the enemies of his country, in 
so palpable and flagrant a manner as rais- 
ing recruits for their army, i is peculiarly 
the duty of the State to hang him. We trust 
he may be able to acquit himself of the 
awful charge laid at his door.
